Virginia School Journal 

(This le the fifth of a aerlea of aril 
cle», written by prominent educator* 
of the at ate up»jn Invltetloo of th* 
Eiltor of the State Journal, dealing 
in a fundamental way. with the fluan 
clal and ad il in lair alive problems of 
education In Weal Virginia ] 

To those favoring advance rather 
than retreat along educsttooal lines 
It la encouraging to note Dial newt 
papers and maghz net are *1 Ing uior* 
space to the oiecuaeton of education 
si problems Thle Indicates that 
the public la, at last, taking an In 
tereal In tble very Important and 
much neglected subject. But in this 
rltacusaton of the many phases of ed 
ucatlOfi there lies a danger—Uie dai. 
ger that In the confusion the miner 
f>« ujiataken lor the major, the dan 
*er that the question of 'technics 
grammar" oi the virtue of Intelll 
gence teats be mistaken for the big 
question, * Shall we have education 
or n« ? * 

The t r»fs that America should be 
educate** have been produced to often 
a* to be common piece. The hoiaiie 
vUtsand the Tax dodgers alike ad 
hi It that we should have education 
The argument theu shifts to the 
|ue*tio«» ul a bianaard What shall 
*e accept aa a mlniuium educational 
riqulitmeni for41 e average Ameri 
'ail, arid should all. or but a para, oJ 
uur citizens be educated Y If the ed< 
ucatlon of a few wiilaLitlce, whale 
joke the poor could play ifp«»n the 
rich by toilng out the Public School 
iysiem, thereby getting rid of thi 
iclioul tax and forcing the rich mat 
O educate hi» children III expenslvi 
private schools! Then we could Im 
pose farther upon the rich Since 
alley had the euucation, we' would oi 
•leceaalty force upon them ihe addi 
.Ic nal burden of running the country?

And shall this Illiterate be furnbhed 
by my family or shall tin unfortu 
date come from your family Y Shall 
he come from th« rich man'* family 
or shall he (does he) come from the 
family of the poor man whose situa¬ 
tion places him Just a little beyond 
the reach of the present system Y 

Do we desire Illiterates among our 
citlzensY Do we regard them as ben 
eficla.Y If we are to eliminate them, 
howY Certainly we will not try the 
four-month term, the twtnty-five dol¬ 
lar salary, nor the non-compulsory 
iUtndance plkns, for these gave us 
most of the Illiterates we have. If 
we are to eliminate Mityaev, we 
must educate the Illiterates; If we 
are to have an educated citizenship, 
we n.u*»t educate that citizenship. 

It la told of the artist. Whistler, 
that upon occasion he was Importun¬ 
ed b| a talkative lady to ted her how 
ne painted such beautiful pictures 
Wiiibiler replied, “Why, madam, 
that Is very simple. You have but 
to'sile;t the proper colors and put 
them o i In the “right place " West 
Virginia's educational problem Is just 
ass'mple. All we have to do la to 
decide what we want, then get It. 

Notwithstanding a very 6ma)l and 
a very noisy min rlty, ihe peolpeof 
I West Virginia v a ?t letter schools 
than we now l.a\e.' Once the point 
Ids *et Ued, let us determine upon the 
changes required te bring our schools 
to the desired standard. If we can¬ 
not agree as to this st and art, let us 
compromise the matter by getting 
competent authority to decide for us 
Wj Clever Improvement Is suggested 
wl certainly require better facilities. 
Additional facilities will certainly 
equire more money. Just here at 
1 e money trob i em ~vreBtPpTTWe pur 
oie the usual West Virginia policy of 
pas*Ing the buck. If we are to have 
chords, It la just •»§ well to face the 
Issue squarely. We shall ioee In edu¬ 
cation and In money If we do not face 
the Issue fairly. If we have schools 
we must pay for them. 

We can build up a geeater and 
more efficient system of education, 
and 4e can pay for It without impne 
Ing a hardship We have the wealth 
—more of It than other states that

the’“buck pissing" must atop and a 
fair scheme of taxation devised 

Those who shoot “Better schools 
and no taxes' 1 will hSf an excuse 
for shouting a very, long time. If wo 
get edjeation, we pay for It Why 
not, go to the heart of the matter and 
make arrangement for this paymentY 
Certalnlv there can be some fair tri¬ 
bunal f >und where the tax problem 
may b* settled honestly. Possibly 
the Governor might appoint a com¬ 
mission to recommend the proper 
acj.isiment of taxation This plan 
has been opposed upon the ground 
chat no honest and capable commie 
slon could be found That argument 
Is bosh ft la a roost miserable situ 
atlon If there are not five capable and 
HONEST men In West Virginia. 
Furthermore, the owners of West 
Virginia's wealth will not oppose a 
tax adjustment for educational pur¬ 
poses. provided that adjustment la 
taken out of cheap politics and plac¬ 
ed upon a fair basis. Labor, lumber,
